fTlHB decorative character of coniferous trees and their consequent 
-L_ 'importance in every scheme of landscape gardening, has created a 
demand for a practical book which shall serve as a guide to the 
identification of species which are usually seen in parks and pleasure 
grounds. 

Existing works on coniferae deal more or less fully with the subject, 
but little or no attempt is made in them to distinguish accurately the 
different species; while the names under which trees are sold are often 
misleading. 

With the object therefore of providing a practical book, the above 
series of photographic illustrations accurate to life size of the cones and 
branches of the Conifers grown in the British Isles, supplemented by 
short and concise descriptions, giving the essential botanical characters, 
the geographical distribution, and other particulars of each tree figured, 
has been issued. 

About 120 species, including practically all the Pines, Firs, Spruces, 
Larch, Cedars, and rarer genera in cultivation, are dealt with, and 
illustrated by photographic reproductions. These illustrations, which 
are the main feature of the book, have been specially prepared from 
authentic specimens named at Kew, or by some competent authority. 

No pains have been spared to ensure accuracy, and in the case of those 
species which do not produce cones in this country, native examples, 
where possible from type localities, have been obtained. In all other 
cases the photographs are from specimens grown at Bay ford bury, or else¬ 
where in Great Britain.

It contains the whole pedigree of the family from 
James Claypoole, born at Kings Clinfe in Northampton, who purchased the manor of 
Northborough, “ which house formerly was Jeffrey Chaucer's 99 to 1655, at which period 
Richard Claypoole has written an account of the family in the flyleaves. There are 
several original autographs of a member of the family in different pages of the text, 
with marginal notes shewing that it had been the constant study of the successive 
owners. A page in the Psalter has “ In the Lord is all my trust , Rich. Claypoole , 
1628” ; at the end of Ecclesiastes, “Richard Claypoole, his books , October 29, 1630” ; 
at the end of the Prophecy of Ezekiel, “ 0 Lord have mercy uppon the souls of Richard 
Claypoole and grant that his soule may live ever in joy everlastings , May 28, 1597 99 ; 
at the end of Malachy, “ Richard Claypoole , hunc librum possi. deo ex dono meii matris , 
1614” ; and inlaid in the end cover is the inscription, “ Cromwell Clapoole dyed at 
London, May 13, anno 1678, and was buryed at Nor boro w ; ” a vert interesting

Apparently identical with no. 190 of the British and Foreign Bible Society’s 
Historical Catalogue, by T. H. Darlow and H. F. Moule. Though the title distinctly 
says “ Imprinted at London,” it was probably printed at Amsterdam, for the use of 
English Puritans in the Low Countries. 

Although the 1 Breeches ’ Bible was issued in numerous editions, and more copies 
survive of it than of any other book of the 16th and 17th centuries, fine and perfect 
copies, such as the above, are rarely found.
